In accepting the questionnaire, 
Bryan said he was not at this time 
a candidate, but Would study the 
series of inquiries and give the farm 
board his opinton upon them., 
Bryan declared himself as heartily 
in accord with the principles of re- 
quiring candidates to put themselves 
unequivocably on record before en- 
tering: the campaigns. 

Elimination of the middleman, 
protection of the farmer in his right 
to organize, appointment of an ex- 
pert acceptable to organized agricul- 
turists as. Secretary..of Agriculture 
and representation for farmers on 
all boards and commissions are the 
main planks in the farmers’ plat- 
form outlined in the questionnaire, 
according to C. S. Barrett, president 
of the national board and ¢hairman 


of the cammittee which drew up the 


document. ~ 

The committee has listed nearly a 
scorce’ of active or prospective can- 
didates.to receive the inquiry and 
will add.others as each candidate, 
active or receptive, assumes that 
status. The list now includes Vice- 
President Marshal, Senators John- 
son, Poindexter, Harding, Lenroot 
and Owen; Governors Cox, Sproul, 
Coolidge -and Goodrich; Herbert 
Hoover, Attorney-General Palmer, 
Governor Dowden anc Major-General 
Wood. 

The questions follow: 

Will you do your best to bring 
about such direct dealing with pro- 
ducer and consumer as will secure 
to farmers a fair share of the wealth 
they create, reduce the cost of living 
to the consumer and limit or destroy 
the opportunity of the profiteer? 

Will you do all that in you lies to 
securé to all farmers and consumers 
the full, free and unquestioned right 
to organize and to purchase and sell 
co-aperatively?

No Two Persons 


Are Alike 


Difference 2 Hands, Feet 
and Limbs 


_It is a scientific fact that no two 
persons in the world are alike. Stop 
for a moment and think and one will 
realize that this is true. Take any 
one of your friends and you will eas- 
fly recall that while two have one or 
more points of similarity there are a 
dozen different features in which they 
do not agree at all. Whoever heard 
of twins that were alike in everything? 
They may look the same in a general 
way, but they are not; there will be 
one or more characteristics that will 
absolutely identify one from the other. 

Getting down to actual facts, no two 
sides of a person are alike; the left 
is different from the right. The right 
hand is larger than the left, but the 
left foot is nearly always larger than 
the right. A person’s right arm is 
longer, heavier and larger than the

opposites decrees that the left leg shall 
be slightly larger than the right.

Louis Crommelin Chiefly 
Responsible for Progress 
of Irish Linen Industry 


Loujs Crommelin, who fled from 
France after the repeal of the Edict 
of Nantes in 1699, is chiefly responsl- 
ble for the Irish linen industry. When 
he left France he was accompanied 
by a number of refugees who helped 
Mim greatly improve the Irish linen 
trade. In 1711, when the board of 
trustees was formed to encourage and 
extend the manufacture of linen in 
Ireland, the machinery in use was very 
simple and was worked principally 
by hand. Soon after, in 1725, new 
machinery was invented and applied 
for many of the processes. 

In 1765 Dr. James Ferguson of Bel- 
fast received a premium from the linen 
board for the successful application of 
lime in linen bleaching. He intro- 
duced the use of sulphuric acid in 
1770. Up to that time the acid em- 
ployed was buttermilk -and “soll of 
cattle applied instead of alkali, 

After that improvements took place 
rapidly. Potash for making dye te 
bofl the yarns and cloth came into use 

“in 1789, and cheride of lime, the 
bleaching agent, In 1795. 


America Is Surpassed by 
Europe in Eating Potatoes 


In this country the chief and practi- 
cally only Interest in the potato today 
“is as a vegetable for the table. We are 
‘greatly surpassed in this use by Eu- 
rope, and Germany in particular. In 
that. land the average annual _ per 
capita consumption was seven bushels 
in normal .times, while our own was 
two and a half. The laborers of east- 
ern Germany ate seventeen bushels 
per annum. The other European coun- 
tries are, as a rule, far above us and 
the diet of many an Irishman !s said 
to be potatoes and spring water—for 
breakfast, dinner and supper.

MOTOR TRUCKS TO AID ROADS 


Government to Give Army Equipment 
Valued at $45,000,000 to State 
Highway Departments. 


ee 


More than $45,000,000 worth of mo- 
tor trucks are about to be distributed 
by the secretary of agriculture 
through the bureau of public roads to 
the state highway departments. These 
trucks have been declared surplus by 
the war department and are being dis- 
tributed to the states under the pro- 
visions of section 7 of the post office 
appropriation bill. They must be used 
by the states on roads constructed in 
whole or in part by federal aid, for 
which $200,000,000 in addition to the 
former appropriation was given to the 
states under the same bill. All that 
the states must do to acquire the use 
of these 20,000 trucks, which range in 
capacity from two to five tons, is to. 


Of the 20,000 motor vehicles to be

acquired practically free by the states 
11,000 are new and 9,000 are used, but 
all are declared to be In serviceable 
condition. The motors will be appor- 
tioned to states only upon request of 
the state highway departments on the 
basis of the requests received from 
the respective states, and in accord: 
ance with the apportionment provided 
in the federal aid law approved in 
1916. The. requirements of the laws 
are such that the bureau of public 
roads cannot distribute any trucks to 
counties or individuals. 


FARMERS FAVOR GOOD ROADS 


Recognized as Greatest Economic Need 
of Agricultual Communities tri 


Eastern States. 
: 


Good roads are the greatest eco- 
nomic need for agricultural communi- 
ties. This is the answer of prom- 
inent, farmers of the state of Maine to 
questionnaires which asked them to 
summarize urgent necessities to bring 
their districts up to the desired eco- 
nomic standard. 


‘The farmers who answered the ques- 
tionnaires wére selected as those best 
fitted to answer the questions, and 
they were asked to furnish a digest 
of the situation in their respective com- 
munities with reference to acreage, 
crops, farm improvements, civic and 
social conditions, etc. 

The definitions of the greatest needs 
covered a wide and interesting range. 
The largest record of needs was good 
roads, 85 emphasizing the urgent ne- 
cessity of adequate highways. There 
were 45 who asked for more farm 
laborers, 44 for co-operative buying 
and selling, 35 for better, school priv- 
fleges, 29 for more blueblooded stock, 
29 for manufacturing plants, 29 for 
better marketing facilities, and 21 for 
greater credit extensions by banks.

Varleties which may bi 
best two or three hundred miles to the} 
north or south may not be at all suit- 
able. If new seed Is wanted, ask the 
county agent or the state experiment 
station where to get it and what va- 
rieties to buy. 

If you have been growing a variety 
which does well in your locality it 
is better to suw well-cleaned seed of 
that varlety grown on your own farm 
or in your county than to get seed 
from a distance. It takes oats a year 
or two to get used to the soll and 
climate In any locality, and they will 
hot do their best until they become 
adapted to local conditions. If the 
oats grown locally were injured more 
or less last summer by rains after 
harvest, make a germination test and 
prove that they will not grow before 
you decide to send away for seed. If 
your oats are light and chaffy take 
out about two-thirds of the lightest 
of them with the fanning mill and 
use the other third for seed.

reason why a good variety of oats 
should not be just as good twenty 
years from now as it is now, if care 
is taken to keep it pure. 

Clean and Grade Seed. 

The seed should be cleaned - and 
graded each year, taking out the weed 
seeds and the small kernels. It should 
also be treated for smut at least once 
in two or three years. If the seed is 
of good quality it will not pay to run 
it through the fanning mill more than 
once, to take out the small kernels 
and weed seeds. If the seed is poor 
or very, weedy,, running .it through a 
second time and taking out two-thirds 
or more of the grain fs well worth 
while, 

The reason it is best to take out 
the small kernels is that they do not 
make as strong plants as the large 
ones, The weak plants: from these 
small kernels usually produce little 
grain. If the kernels that. are sown 
are all about the same size the plants 
AML be uniform, the crop will all ripen 
at the same time, and the yield ‘will 
be better. : z 

Sowing With Drill. ls Best. 
’ The best way to sow oats is. with 
the grain drill. Drilling gives a more. 
even stand than broadcast. seeding, 
for all the seed is covered to about.the 
game depth. In sowing broadéast, 
some of the seed may not be coyered 
at all dnd some may be.-covered. too. ‘« Bayer 
deeply.

Ozone is an intensified form of 
oxygen, one and a half times ae 
dense, and it has a powerful oxidiz- 
ing action on organic impurities of 


air and water and ef the blood in the | Tr 


lungs. A new electric ozonator ig 
designed to re-enforce the ventila- 
tion of buildings requiring much 
oxygen, such as churches, theaters 
and cold-storage houses. It consists 
of a small metal box containing two 
or more generating units, and sur- 
mounted by an eight-inch fan that 
circulates the ozonized air through- 
out the room. Each ozone-producing 
unit is a pair of concentric tubes, 
the inner one of metal and the outer 
one of metal-coated glass, with an 
air space between them. A _ high- 
voltage current from a transformer 
passes from one tube to the other, 
and produces an electric are _be- 
tween the two tubes, through the 
glass and the intervening air space. 
A portion of the air rising through 
holes in the bottom of the casing and 
passing upward to the fan has ite 
oxygen changed by the arc to ozone. 
The ozonized air .current may be 
used for freshening the air in stuffy 
audience chambers; and in airing 
co!d-storage rooms for a new filling 
of food products it serves the pur- 
pose in a few hours instead of open- 
ing the refrigerated chambers to the 
warm air for perhaps several days. 
The ozonators may be connected by 
flexible cord to lamp outlets of usual 
voltages.
